Mr. Pearson has given no hint 
of the nature of his projected cab- 
inet changes.

Much specula- 
tion has inevitably revolved around 
the controversial figure of Finance 
Minister Gordon, whose troubles 
with his budget flared both within 
the House and outside it. But under 
the onslaught of attacks Mr, Pear- 
son would not relieve his friend of 
his post, and the situation will ap- 
parently remain unchanged at least 
until the next budget. 


Has France Found ‘Monsieur X’? 


OON AFTER GENERAL 
Charles de Gaulle returned to 
leadership in France a disaffected 
minority began to wonder how he 
could be displaced. The number 
grew as the general tooh to himself 
sweeping powers and made no 
secret of his contempt for those fac- 
tions which had Balkanized French 
politics in. prewar and postwar 
years. 

But if the ranks of the opposi- 
tion have been swelling, and still 
are, Frenchmen have been slow to 
enter the ring against the president. 
At this point in French history, 
however, there is a growing move- 
ment to find a candidate who could 
present a respectable challenge. 
This has taken the’form of a politi- 
cal quest in France for “Monsieur 
X".—-the man behind whom the dis- 
satisfied could rally in sufficient 
strength to provide an alternative 
to Gaullism.

Old Problems Withering on the Vine 


T is not, I hope, frivolous or disrespect- 
ful to say that the most telling act of 
last wetk's conference of NATO countries 
was to adjourn in good 
spirits after two, rather

There are, as we 


know, supposed to be 
momentous issues of 
strategy which divide 
the alliance. There are 
unanswered questions 
of when and how to use 
noclear weapons and

a really significant buildup by the Euro- 
peans of their conventional forces, 

None of these questions has really been 


answered. Yet meetings seemed to 
go off with no feeling that anyone had 
been defeated or that the security of the 
alliance was threatened, 


This could not have happened, did not 
the Europeans and the North Americans 
feel, without avowing it, that they have 
outlived the situation to which the supposed 
jssues and questions were addressed. Is 
the Soviet Union preparing to conquer 
Western Europe? In the late forties before 
NATO was founded, that was a real 
question. 

Will the Soviet Union seize West Berlin 


while the United States stands supinely 
-- -

aside? Only a few Europeans think so. 
Perhaps one should say only a few Euro- 
peans profess to think so. It would require 
some tall thinking to suppose that the 
United States would abandon its own men, 
women and children in West Berlin’ and 
Western Germany. 

Is there a genuine need of a European 
nuclear force which can detonate a thermo- 
nuclear war without American consent? 
Examined closely, the notion is absurd in 
that tricks like that cannot be played with 
matters of life and death; an independent 
detonator of thermonuclear war would 
first of all incinerate the detonator. 


Is there, then, a really urgerit need for 
a sacrificial program of European arma- 
ment? Not unléss one supposes that the 
Soviet Union would contemplate launching 
a serious invasion of Western Europe in 
the illusion that the United States would 
not use nuclear weapons to defend its own 
troops. 

These unresolved issues and questions 
are conundrums which are ceasing to 
interest the mass of the people of Europe 
and are no longer a serious concern of 
their statesmen. These questions and 
issues cannot be settled by a formula of 
agreement. For that would mean too 
much loss of face. But nobody is suffici- 
ently interested in them to insist that the 
discussion about them must continue. 
All this has happened because there 


have been historic changes in world 
affairs, They can, I believe, now be 
identified. Though we are not in sight.of 
the end of the cold war, there is an 
impressive pause in the race of arma- 
ments, And in the two worlds of the 
postwar period—the Communist and: the 
non-Communist —the abnormal unity of 
each great coalition is giving way to a 
pluralism of many powers. 

The process is known among Com- 
munists as ‘‘polycentrism."" The current 
issue of Foreign.Affairs contains a brilliant 
description of polycentrism, which is, I 
believe, must reading for serious students. 
It is by’ Ambassador George Kennan. 

I do not think it is too early to say that 
in the perspective of history men will 
look upon John F. Kennedy ag the man 
who seized the opportunity fo bring the 
race of armaments to a halt. “i 

I believe it will be said that he used 
American wealth to build up military 
power that could not be defied, that he 
suceeeded in making this power a quite 
eredible deterrent to war and that he had 
the magnanimity to convince the Soviet 
Union that it could live comfortably with- 
in the existing balance of power. 

The crowning act of this policy was the 
signing of the test ban treaty.- Since then, 
the race of armaments has ceased to be 
the dramatic affair which in the race for 
absolute weapons it was threatening to 


become. It is no accident that the first 
NATO meeting since the consequences of 
the treaty became visible should have 
showed so much good-natured loss of 
interest in the old stubborn conundrums of 
the military. bureaucrats, 

The wide-reaching and closely-related 
development — “‘polycentrism"™ in both 
coalitions is -reducing decidedly the 
tensions which. existed when there were 
two and only two hostile centres of power 
in-the world, Now, be it in Warsaw, 
Budapest, Bucharest, Prague or in Hanoi, 
Saigon and Bangkok, there is no longer the 
simple confrontation of two superpowers. 
All kinds of new political combinations and 
permutations are becoming possible. 

The smal! breaches made during the 
Christmas holidays in the Berlin Wall are 
a small symptom of what is happening in 
all sorts of ways between the two halves of 
Europe. The partition of Germany, which 
is the partition of Europe, will in time be 
healed by boring holes through the iron 
curtain which allow an increasing Inter- 
course in human relations. 

And so T say We must be careful not to 
hope too much.

We're always told to head-man the puck, pass it to the 
player ahead of us, because the puck can travel faster than 
you can skate. 

Whenever there is a possibility of a long pass, fine. But 
you've got to make sure that the puck doesn't go over two 
lines, for instance your: blue line and the centre red line. 
That's illegal. 

Another "hig, the longer the pass, 
there is of its being intercepted. 

When you're making a real wide pass, you make sure 
it is a hard one, Because if it does miss, it always can 
go off the boards and possibly you can pick i up, yourself

Little short passes are very good. ~ You find that the 
majority of the passes are on the lesser width of the rink. 


And they're always a forward pass. 

Sometimes a player makes what looks to be a perfect 
pass to a wingman going down the ice. He doesn't get the 
puck.. This happens often when the forward going down 
the ice keeps’ his back to you. All he does is turn the blade 
of his stick to catch the puck 

When he does this, he’s only giving you a target about a 
foot wide. It's difficult for a player to be that accurate. 
And it is difficult for a wingman, with somebody chasing, to 
take that pass.

Instead, if he gives you a semiapprcach and turns hig..} 
body, then you've got a six to eight-foot area in which you 


can put the puck and he can pick it up 

Sometimes you'll find your teammate is turning his 
back unconsciously. So you tell him-—give me more of a 
target. 

In bringing the puck out of your end, for instance, 
when I go behind the net, I'll find a fellow up along the 
boards and another up-aitng the blue line. 

Unless I'm going to carry the puck out, I'll actually 
turn around, almost face him. This gives me a 10 to 15-foot 
area where I can throw it and he can still get a piece of it.
